Dr. Isaac Wirszup, noted Euro- 


pean education and associate pro- 
fessor of mathematics, University 
of Chicago, will speak on Russian 
Mathematics Traimng Thursday 
at 7:30 p.m. in the Little Theater. 

Stebbins is a graduate of Har- 
vard University, having received 
his AB and Ph.D. degrees from 
there. He joined the faculty of 
the UC at Berkeley in 1935 as 
a Geneticist and was made Pro- 
fessor of Genetics in 1947. 

In 1950, he transferred to the 
Davis campu where he now is 


chairman of the Genetics De- 
partment. He has _ published 
about 100 scientific articles, prin- 
cipally in the field of plant evo- 
lution. He is also known for his 
book entitled Variation and Evo- 
lution in Plants, and as co-author 
of The Human Organism and the 
Worid of Life. 

Professor Stebbins has received

The wonderfu! dialogue, the 
timeliness of the Vanzetti letter, 
the bright injections of college 
life and the casual digs at college 
trustees and faculty members are 
still most evident in this well- 
written comedy. 

“Limited Success” 

However, the SSC production 
of this comedy does not capital- 
ize on the excellent material and 
the results are a production of 
limited success. The Thurber- 
Nugent play has been given a 
very uneven and slowly paced 
production by the cast and the di- 
rector. The majority of the cast 
try valiantly to overcome the ob- 
vious faults of the production but 
in most cases fail. 

' McDermon Impressive 

Charles McDermon, who plays 
Professor Tommy Turner, does 
his level best to keep the produc- 
tion from falling entirely on its 
{ace and luckily he succeeds.. 
McDermon gives a most impres- 
sive and well-rounded perform- 
ance as the troubled professor. 
His notable stage experience and 
expert comedy timing gives the 
production a needed professional 
lift. 

Playing opposite McDermon is 
Nelda Hackett as his wife, Ellen. 
Miss Hackett has a very pleasing 
stage personality, however she 
has not had the experience as an 
actress to play the role convinc- 
ingly. This is Miss Hackett’s first 
leading role and the part of Ellen 
Turner demands an actress with 
a definite flair for straight com- 
edy. Miss Hackett does not have 
this quality. A } gh pitched 
voice and a lack o good stage 
technique are most notable in a 
performance that leaves much to 
be desired. 

Suffers Demands of Role 

Philip Hansen also suffers from 
not being able to grasp the com- 
plete demands of his role. Phys- 
ically, Mr. Hansen is perfect for 
Joe Ferguson, the ex-football 
hero, however in his performing 
of the role, Hansen fails to make 
the role believabie. 

Vern Coleman, who plays Ed 
Keller, gives an extremely ener- 
getic and boisterous performance 


as the bombastic college trustee. 
Vern has finally been given a 
role he could put his teeth into 
and he plays the part to the hilt. 
In supporting roles, the subtle 
underplaying of James Teel’s 
Dean Damon was most effective. 

Jean Fox's hilarious perform- 
ance as the maid, Cleota, proves 
once again that this young girl 
is one of the most talented act- 
resses at SSC and Larry Craw- 
ford gave a standout and highly 
individual performance as Mich- 
ael Barnes. The drunk scene in 
which both McDermon and Craw- 
ford react in the manner of male 
animals, proves to be the comedy 
highlight of the play. Also Mar- 
got Payne as Pat Turner and 
Roger Chappell as Wally Meyers 
gave admirable performances as 
the younger sister of the foot- 
ball star. 


One of the most noteworthy 
aspects of this production was the 
contemporary stage setting de- 
signed with accuracy and skill 
by Larry Shumate.
